Rules and Regulations 

T he life and work of a Dartmouth student are based 
on the broad principle of honor, and the College 
demands a high standard of honesty and gentle¬ 
manly conduct from each of its students. This principle 
will not, indeed cannot, be defined by regulation. 

The following pages set forth the regulations necessary 
for the orderly operation of the College. Not only in 
these practical matters but also in all areas of moral 
judgment and responsibility, the Dartmouth student is 
expected to embody the principles of honor, trustworthi¬ 
ness, and gentlemanly behavior. These standards are ex¬ 
pected of all students at all times, both on and off the 
campus. 


Official Notices 

Bulletin boards for Official Notices are maintained in 
the Hopkins Center, the Library, and Thayer Hall. 
Students are held accountable for announcements which 
are posted there.

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Academic Honor 

Fundamental to the principle of independent learning is the require¬ 
ment of honesty and integrity in the performance of academic assign¬ 
ments, both in the classroom and outside. Accordingly, Dartmouth 
operates on the principle of academic honor, without proctoring of 
tests and examinations. A man who submits work which is not his 
own forfeits his opportunity to continue at Dartmouth. 

The Honor Principle depends on the willingness of students, individu¬ 
ally and collectively, to maintain and perpetuate standards of aca¬ 
demic honesty. Each student accepts the responsibility not only to be 
honorable in bis own academic affairs but also to support the principle 
as it applies to others. 

A student who becomes aware of a violation of this Principle is 
bound by honor to take some action. He may report the violation, 
speak personally to the student, exercise some form of social sanc¬ 
tion, or do whatever is appropriate under the circumstances. If he 
stands by and does nothing, he threatens both the spirit and the 
operation of the principle of academic honor.

Examinations 

No student shall give or receive assistance in an examina¬ 
tion or written quiz. 

Papers 

Any form of plagiarism is dishonest. College standards have 
been set forth in detail in the pamphlet Sources: Their Use 
and Acknowledgement. 

Library Use 

No student may infringe upon the right of others to have 
fair and equal access to library resources. Failure to sign for 
material taken from the library and similar abuse of library 
privileges is considered academic dishonesty. 
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Academic Regulations 

The normal load for each student is three courses in each term. No 
student may take less than three courses in any term, nor more than 
ten in any academic year. Any student may take a tenth course after 
his freshman year, though in only two of the remaining three years. 
A fee of $235 is charged for each tenth course. 

A student with an average of 4.0 for the two preceding terms may 
take an extra course without charge, but to the limit of one a year. 
He must pay the standard $235 fee for a course taken to make up a 
failure. 

Dropping Courses 

At any time after mid-term a student may, with the consent of his 
instructor and the Dean, drop a course with the grade of E; this is 
not permitted in consecutive terms. Such courses may not be counted 
toward the degree requirements. 

A student may drop a fourth course without grade penalty during the 
first six weeks of the term and without payment of the $235 fee dur¬ 
ing the first four. 

Course Elections 

Each student files with the Registrar at the appointed time each 
term his choice of studies for the following term. No changes are 
permitted later than five days after the opening of the term. 


Petitions 

Student petitions for special modifications in their programs and 
schedules are reviewed by the Committee on Administration at its 
weekly meetings. Students should consult the Registrar or the Dean 
to determine whether a petition is warranted. Petitions should be 
submitted in writing to the appropriate Dean. 

NOTE TO FRESHMEN: All references to “Dean" and "Registrar” 
should be interpreted as "Dean of Freshmen " and “Registrar of Fresh¬ 
men" (102 Park hurst Hall). 
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Degree Requirements 

To qualify for graduation each student must complete 36 courses with 
grades of C-f- or better in at least 16 of them. A course dropped 
before completion or failed through Flagrant Neglect may not be 
counted toward this total requirement, nor may a failed course, if re¬ 
taken, be counted a second time. To be counted toward the Distribu¬ 
tive Requirement or the requirements of a major, a course must be 
completed with a passing grade. 


Attendance 

Every undergraduate is expected to attend regularly the scheduled 
meetings of his courses and to give these academic engagements prec¬ 
edence over other activities. If he fails to do so, his negligence 
may be taken into account by the instructor in determining his grade 
and by the Committee on Administration in determining Flagrant 
Neglect and his standing at the College. 

Excused Absence: No undergraduate will be penalized for absences 
excused in advance by the Dean, and no undergraduate will be 
dropped from a course for negligence without having received 
warning from the instructor or the Dean. 

Examinations: Only the instructor may grant permission for a 
make-up of an hour examination, quiz, or other academic ex¬ 
ercise. A student who absents himself from a final examination 
without excuse will receive the grade of E in the course. A 
student who enters a final examination after it has begun will be 
counted absent. 

Only in extreme cases of medical or other emergency will the 
Dean authorize the deferment of a final examination. Deferred 
examinations are ordinarily administered during the first three 
weeks of the next term. 
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Academic Standing 

Students are expected at all times to make “satisfactory progress 
toward the degree.” Therefore, at the end of each term the Com¬ 
mittee on Administration reviews the standing of each student and 
takes disciplinary action against those who have not satisfactorily met 
their academic obligation. 

Each case is reviewed individually and there are no “automatic” 
decisions rendered, but in making its judgments the Committee is 
guided by the following established criteria: 

Warning: 1. Deficiency of C— grades 

2. Average of 1.3 

3. Generally unsatisfactory progress 
Probation: 1 . Academic Warnings in consecutive terms 

2. Third Warning at any time 

3. Two failures in any term 

4. Average of 1.0 

5. Course failure for Flagrant Neglect 

6. Generally unsatisfactory progress 
Suspension or Separation: Students whose work is totally un¬ 
satisfactory are suspended or separated. Men who 
have been on Probation are eligible for these penal¬ 
ties if at any subsequent time their work & less 
than satisfactory. 


"Flagrant Neglect” 

The graduation requirement is determined by the number of different 
courses completed, not the number passed. Therefore, a course failure 
does not necessarily have to be made up. However, if a student 
fails a course by clearly neglecting his responsibilities (homework, 
attendance, deadlines, etc.), the instructor may recommend failure 
for Flagrant Neglect, to be imposed by the Committee on Administra¬ 
tion. In such cases, the student is placed on Probation immediately, a 
notation is made on his permanent record and the credit must be 
made up. 

The C — Requirement 

In order to continue in Good Standing, each student must regularly 
meet the C— requirement. Freshmen in their first term must have 
two grades of C— or better, and thereafter the cumulative total of C— 
or better grades required at the end of two consecutive terms is: 

At end of: Fall Term Winter Term Spring Term 
Freshman Year - 4 4 

Sophomore Year 4 4 5 

Junior and Senior Years 5 5 5 
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Sophomore Hurdle 

To continue beyond his sophomore year a student must have: 

1. Passed 16 courses, with grades of C— or better in 8 of them, 
including grades of C-f or better in 4. 

2. Earned a total of at least 3 C— grades in his 5th and 6th 
terms. 

3. Completed the language requirement. 

4. Made satisfactory progress toward the physical education 
requirement. 


Distributive Requirement 

Beginning with the Class of 1967, no deadline is set on the comple¬ 
tion of a student’s distributive requirement, other than the termination 
of his undergraduate course. But he must assume responsibility for 
meeting the requirement, and is advised to be early in so doing. 
Failed courses do not count toward fulfillment. 

A student planning to enter the Medical or Tuck School at the be¬ 
ginning of his senior year must have completed the distributive re¬ 
quirement and the junior year of his major before admission will be 
approved. However, for distributive requirement purposes his As¬ 
sociated School program will be considered as his major subject. 


Physical Education 

The degree requirements of the College include three terms in physical 
activities, and each student is expected to make continuous progress 
towards the satisfaction of this requirement during his first year. The 
Department of Physical Education also requires each student to pass 
a proficiency test in swimming. The regulations and requirements of 
this program are rigidly enforced and a charge of $180 is made in 
case of course failure. Requirements arc set forth in Officers, Regula¬ 
tions and Courses, pp. 244-247, and in specific regulations of the 
Department of Physical Education. Each student is held responsible 
for a knowledge of these rules. 


Additional Fees 

Students are charged when they are delinquent in meeting their obll 
gations to the College calendar as follows: 


Late Registration $10 

Late filing of electives $10 

Each course change $ 5 

Correction of errors $ 5 


The Registrar may double the charge in cases of willful neglect. 
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Conduct Regulations 

In all areas of moral judgment and responsibility, the Dartmouth stu¬ 
dent is expected to embody the principles of honor and trustworthi¬ 
ness. The College requires high standards of morality, good order, and 
gentlemanly behavior of its students both on and off the campus. It 
will exercise its right to separate a student who is unwilling to meet 
these standards. 

Alcoholic Beverages 

Irresponsible drinking is a serious violation of College regulations and 
standards and will be dealt with accordingly. The College does not 

f irohibit the moderate use of alcoholic beverages in dormitories and 
ratemities, though no student may consume any alcoholic beverage, 
or carry a “drink,” in public or in public facilities. 

The liquor laws of the State prohibit the possession of alcoholic bev¬ 
erages by a minor. Students under 21 who buy, or accept as a gift, 
liquor or beer are breaking the laws of New Hampshire, and students 
over 21 arc liable for prosecution if they sell or give alcoholic bev¬ 
erage to a minor. 

Entertainment of Lady Guests 

The following social hours arc posted in dormitories and fraternities. 
Privileges are extended by the Dean on special occasions during the 
year. 

Dormitories Sunday through Thursday 10 A.M. to 11 P.M. 

Friday 10 A.M. to 12 midnight 

Saturday 10 A.M. to 2 A.M. 

Fraternities Sunday through Thursday 8 A.M. to 12 midnight 
Friday 8 A.M. to 1 A.M. 

Saturday 8 A.M. to 2 A.M. 

Gentlemanly conduct is expected at all times; lewdness and fornica¬ 
tion constitute violations of College standards. 

Identification Cards 

Each student is issued an Identification Card which he is required to 
carry at all times. At the request of an officer or staff member of the 
College he must produce this identification. 

Misrepresentation of identity in any way is dishonest, and any stu¬ 
dent using another’s Identification Card or in any way misrepresenting 
himself will be subject to disciplinary action. 

A special Supplement to the Dartmouth College Student Handbook 
contains explanatory information about these regulations and student 
government. 
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Drugs 

The use or possession of any narcotic or hallucenagcnic drug in any 
form (other than prescribed by a physician) is prohibited. Separation 
is considered the appropriate penalty. 

Food and Cooking 

Cooking in dormitories is prohibited. Possession of devices used for 
the preparation or storage of food is prohibited and these devices will 
be confiscated. The fine for a first offense is $25.00, and a subsequent 
offense will result in disciplinary action. 

Off-Campus Residence 

No undergraduate is permitted to reside in a place which has not 
been approved by the Committee on Student Residence. With the 
landlord's consent, students living in off-campus residences may en¬ 
joy the same social privileges that apply to dormitories. 


Fireworks and Firecrackers 

No student may set off fireworks or firecrackers in the vicinity of 
Hanover. Because of the manifest dangers to the community, the 
Committee on Administration has established exceedingly strong 
penalties for men who possess or use them. 


Firearms 

No student may possess a firearm without a permit issued by the 
Campus Police. Pistols, airguns, and gas-powered guns are not 
allowed. 

Financial Responsibility 

No student may register or receive credit for any course unless all his 
College bills due at the time are paid. No transcript of a student's 
record will be issued unless all his College bills are paid, nor will a 
senior be given a diploma until his College and community financial 
commitments have been met. 

Students who are negligent in financial matters in the community arc 
often reported to the Office of the Dean, and those who are flagrantly 
irresponsible about unpaid bills and bad checks will be recommended 
for disciplinary action. 

A collection fee will be charged against the student whenever it be¬ 
comes necessary for the Office of the Dean to intervene in the collec¬ 
tion of a delinquent bill or bad check.

This group usually meets on Thursday afternoons and at the end of 
each term to review student petitions, act upon recommendations from 
the UGC Judiciary Committee concerning unsatisfactory conduct, 
take disciplinary action on academic deficiencies, examine candidates 
for readmission, and perform other duties assigned to it by the 
faculty. 

Petitions 

Special requests concerning exceptions to established academic pro¬ 
cedures and requirements should be presented in writing to the ap¬ 
propriate Dean for presentation to the Committee. 

Disciplinary Penalties 

In acting upon matters of unsatisfactory scholarship or conduct, the 
Committee may vote one of the following penalties: 

Warning —simple recognition that work or conduct is unsatis¬ 
factory. The penalty carries no restriction, except that a sopho¬ 
more on Academic Warning may not own or operate a car. Three 
Warnings, or two Academic Warnings in successive terms, nor¬ 
mally result in Probation. 

Academic Probation —a final period of trial. Freshmen and 
sophomores are subject to special restrictions: Athletic ineligi¬ 
bility, denial of driving privileges, required class attendance, in¬ 
eligibility to hold office or represent the College, ineligibility to 
pledge a fraternity. Once a student has been on Probation, either 
tor conduct or scholarship, he may be suspended if at any subse¬ 
quent time he becomes eligible for a Warning. 

Conduct Probation —a disciplinary penalty which denies the 
student all privileges for the equivalent of a term. 

Suspension —denial of the opportunity to continue at Dart¬ 
mouth. Suspension may be for a specified period of time or it 
may be “Indefinite.” In either case the student must leave town 
within 24 hours and his readmission must be voted by the Com¬ 
mittee on Administration. 

Separation —permanent denial of the opportunity to continue 
at Dartmouth. Students who have been separated can never be 
considered for readmission. 
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Withdrawal and Readmission 

All withdrawals from Dartmouth arc recorded by the Committee on 
Administration, and students must apply to this body for subsequent 
readmission. A letter of application snould be sent to the Committee, 
in care of the appropriate Dean, at least two months before the date 
of registration, and no application will be considered if it is received 
later than one month before registration. All letters must explain: (1) 
why the student left Dartmouth, (2) what his activities and accom¬ 
plishments have been since he left, and (3) why he considers him¬ 
self ready to return. Men who withdrew “With Prejudice’’ or who 
were suspended should support their applications with letters of 
recommendation. 

Leave of Absence 

A student who wishes to leave the College temporarily for a specific 
period of time and for a purpose which is directly related to his for¬ 
mal education may apply for a Leave of Absence. Such cases require 
no application for rcadmission. 

Withdrawal 

A student who wishes to withdraw from Dartmouth must submit a 
“Request to Withdraw" and a completed “Permit to Withdraw.” It is 
understood that he will leave town within 48 hours. He may reason¬ 
ably expect routine rcadmission upon proper application. 

Withdrawal with Prejudice 

A student withdraws “With Prejudice" if he is on probation or in 
serious academic difficulty, and his readmission depends upon per¬ 
suasive evidence that he is ready and able to complete his education 
with distinction. His withdrawal is equivalent to Indefinite Suspension, 
and rcadmission is unlikely in less than two years. 

Suspension 

Students who are suspended must meet specific conditions, and they 
will be considered for readmission only when they can present strong 
evidence that they arc capable of resuming their education. 

Indefinite Suspension 

Whereas Separation is permanent and final, Indefinite Suspension 
offers the student an opportunity to apply for readmission. However, 
no applications are accepted for at least two years, and the candidate 
must appear in person to present his case to the Committee. 

Resignation 

A student who leaves without formally withdrawing or obtaining a 
Leave of Absence is considered to have resigned. A student who has 
resigned is normally not considered for readmission. 
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General Information 


Selective Service 

It is essential that each student understand that it is his responsibility 
to inform his draft board of any change in status which might affect 
his draft classification. 


Registration: Students may register at the Freshman Office. The 
law requires this within 5 days after the 18th birthday. Registrations 
are transferred to the student’s local draft board. 


Athletic Eligibility 

A student’s eligibility for intercollegiate athletic competition is af¬ 
fected by College regulations (freshmen and sophomores on proba¬ 
tion are ineligible) and by standards set by NCAA, ECAC, and the 
Ivy League. Standards for athletic eligibility have been established by 
the Ivy Group Agreement, and each student at Dartmouth accepts 
its provisions when he completes his eligibility card before participat¬ 
ing in intercollegiate sports each year. The rules are complex and 
detailed, and questions should be directed to the Dean. In doubtful 
cases the decision lies with the Ivy Group Committee on Coordina¬ 
tion and Eligibility. Basic principles arc: 

1. Students arc eligible for only four seasons of competition in 
each sport. The time limit for such eligibility is five years, un¬ 
less illness or military service has extended the period. 

2. Transfer students (including Dartmouth students who have 
enrolled as degree-candidates at another institution and sub¬ 
sequently return to Dartmouth) are ineligible for one year. 

3. Students who have lost their amateur standing are ineligible. 
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Automobile Regulations 

Student ownership and operation of motor vehicles at Dartmouth is 
a privilege granted by the Trustees. To preserve the enjoyment of this 
privilege, while minimizing its dangers and disadvantages, they have 
approved the motor vehicle regulations set forth below. The objective 
of these regulations is to restrict the privilege of driving to students 
who demonstrate maturity and responsibility. Correspondingly, this 
purpose is to deal strictly with students who violate rules and regula¬ 
tions of the College, town, and state, and who thus jeopardize the 
safety of the community and the privilege accorded student drivers 
as a whole. 

Eligibility 

Students eligible to own or operate motor vehicles at Dartmouth are 
members of the Senior, Junior, and Sophomore classes. Automobiles 
may not be maintained in Hanover or vicinity by students receiving 
financial aid (loan or stipend) from the College. Motor vehicles may 
not be maintained or operated in Hanover or vicinity by: 

(a) any freshman 

(b) sophomores on Academic Probation or on Academic Warn¬ 
ing 

(c) students on Conduct Probation 
College Registration 

Each student owning or operating a motor vehicle at Dartmouth must 
register it annually with die College at the beginning of the year or 
whenever a vehicle is in the area for more than forty-eight hours. 
Married students must register their cars, despite joint ownership or 
other technical arrangements. All cars must be registered or im¬ 
pounded in A-lot within forty-eight hours of arrival in Hanover. 

The official College registration tag must be affixed immediately after 
registration. At the opening of classes, students driving cars without 
tags will be subject to the penalties of the Dartmouth Driving Code. 

State Registration 

The New Hampshire Director of Motor Vehicles recommends that 
students register their vehicles in their home states. Students who 
reside in other states but register their cars in New Hampshire may 
find that they are legally registered only in New Hampshire. 

Dartmouth Driving Code 

When registering his automobile, each student receives a copy of the 
Dartmouth Driving Code. He is held responsible for its contents and 
answerable for its regulations. 
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
